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Owners of the Property 
Promise Co-operation 
and Actual Bid Will Be 
Made Before April 29. 


The block bounded by Spring, Ala- 
bama, Forsyth and Hunter streets will 
be offered to the government for & 
site for Atlanta’s new federal building, 
it was stated here Monday. 

All owners of property in this area 
have promised their co-operation and 
the actual bid will be made to the gov- 
ernment between now and April 29. 
While it is not thought probable that 
the entire block will be taken, the 
proposition will be offered so as to 
allow the government to take any part 
that it desires, it was explained. 

The plot has a frontage of approxi- 
mately 420 feet on Forsyth and Hunt- 
er streets, slightly less on Spring, and 
a little more on Alabama, due to the 
curve, giving a total area of 166,000 
square fect. The size of the lot 
given in the advertisement for bids 
was 105,000 square feet, with a mini- 
mum frontage of 300 feet. 

Many Advantages Offered. 

It was pointed out that a more 
logical site could not be found any- 
where in the city. The location has 
all possible advantages. Aside from 
being in the center of the business 
district, the Berminal station can be 
easily reached by carriers by going 
under the Spring street viaduct, and 
if the new Union Station is construct- 
ed as proposed, the mail can be dis- 
patched there just as easily, it was 
stated. 

It is understood that the govern- 
ment is desirous of eliminating as far 
as possible the practice of taking the 
mail from the posteffice to the trains 
by means of trucks -which have to 
make a comparatively long, trip 
through crowded traffic, and should 
the site in question be selected, this 
difficulty would be overcome. 

Still another project which has been 
proposed, the construction of an Ala- 
hama street viaduct over the terminal 
yards, would be an additional argu- 
ment for this site, it was pointed out, 
since this would fit in with the new 


viaduct system just opened to do even 
more to centralize the location. 

Still another important considera- 
tion, it is said, is the proximity to 
the present post office, which is lo- 
cated just three blocks north and con- 
nected in a straight line by Fairlie 
street, which may be traversed with- 
out the trouble of running into traf- 
fie lights. Then, too, the question of 
parking the postoffice department 


}OVNT COMMITTEE 
IN FAVOR OF UNION 
OF PRESBYTERIANS 
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Satisfaction Found in 
Discovery of Accord in 
Standards of the Two 
Churches. 


Satisfaction in the discovery of ac- 
cord in doctrinal standards and meth- 
ods of administration in the United 
Presbyterian church and the Presbyte- 
rian church in the United States was 
expressed Monday in the joint report 
of the “Ad Interim Committee on 
Closer Relations with Other Presbyte- 
rian Bodies,” of the two churches. 

This report, which will ‘be submit- 
ted to the general assembly of the 
Presbyterian church, United States, 
at Montreat, N. C., May 16-23, states 
that 32 presbyteries in the Presbyte- 
rian church in the United States are 
favorable to a suggested basis of un- 
ion between the two churches and 
eight are unfavorable, leaving 51 un- 
reported, and that 29 presbyteries in 
the United Presbyterian church are 
favorable and eight unfavorable. 

The committee of the Presbyterian 
church was originally appointed in 
192G and was followed shortly after- 
ward by the appointment of a similar 
committee of the United Presbyterian 
church to work out closer relation- 
ships between the two churches. 

“We deem it wise to leave it en- 
tirely to the judgment of the two as- 
semblies whether to submit the basis 
of union to the presbyteries for con- 
sideration and k&doption, or whether 
'to cultivate further fraterng! relations 
and hold it in abeyance for a year, 
thereby givmg an abundance of time 
for consideration on the part of the 
two churches urging in the meantime 
earnest prayer for divine guidance in 
the final disposition of the matter,” 
the report states. — 

It was stated that with possibly one 
exception the joint committee went 
on record as favoring union of the 
two churches. 

The report was signed by the Rev. 
William Crowe, St. Louis, chairman 
of the joint committee of the two 
churches and the Rev. S. L. Morris, 
Atlanta, c)airman of the committee 
of the Presbyterian church in the 
United States.

TO COST $206,700 


Council Votes -Unani- 
mously to Award Recon- 
struction of Structure 
To McDougald Co. 


On .the heels of official opening 
Monday of the Pryor street viaduct, 
the second of the twin structures 
which bridge the railway chasm run- 
ning through the heart of Atlanta,

Simple ceremonies marked the open- 
ing of the second and last of the Pryor 
street and Central avenue structures, 
unveiling of a bronze tablet being. the 
only observance.

Fort Lauderdale, Fla., April 15.— 
(P)—The coast guard’s investigation 
into the firing of a fusillade of shots 
on Miami river early Sunday came to 
a dramatic adjournment late today 
when Commander R. L. Jack notified 
Boatswain's Mate James R. Ingraham 
that his status in the case had become 
that of a defendant. 

Ingraham had just completed testi- 
fying that he was in command of a 
picket boat on the river and had or- 


the bow of a rum runner which failed 
to halt after challenge. Commander 
Jack told Ingraham, “You now are’ a 
defendant.” and gave the boatswain’s 
mate privilege of choosing counsel for 
the hearing which will be conducted 
tomorrow morning. 

Shots fired on the river during 
the incident struck buildings ashore 
in the heart of the city, pierced the 
cabin of a houseboat and narrowly 
missed a woman. The firing drew 
strong protest from city officials, who 
claimed lives of Miamians had been 
endangered by the shots. 

Ingraham, testifying today as “an 
interested person,” said he was in 
command of the Miami area picket 
boat, one of two picket boats operat- 
ing at that time under Junior Lieu- 
tenant George M. Bernier. He had 
captured a liquor boat during the 
night, he said, and had _ ~obeen at 
Baker’s haulover until he started to- 
ward the city about 3:30 a.\m., when 
his Jookout reported a boat approach- 
ing without lights: 

Assumed Facts. 

Assuming that the craft was a 
liquor vessel, Ingraham said he ad- 
vanced to within 100 feet of it, hail- 
ed it and ordered it to stand by and 
submit to search. The boat without 
lights agreed to halt, he said, but 
did not do so. 

The picket boat followed the dark 
craft and again ordered it to stand 
by. Ingraham said he got close 
enough to the boat the second time 
to see sacks which evidently con- 
tained liquor. He also surmised that 
the operators of the boat had no in- 
tention of stopping. | 

The pilot of the rum boat started 
to advance his throttle, the boat- 
swain’s mate said, and then it was he 
ordered Lookout Harold Lopes to 
fire a shot across the bow, aiming at 
the cement structure of the new bridge 
which spans the river. The testimony 
went no further as to the alleged 
fusillade of machine gun bullets re- 
cited by other witnesses, as it was at 
this point that Commander Jack de- 
clared Ingraham was a_ defendant 
and must go on trial. 

Bernier represent him 

_ Ingraham asked that Officer Bern- 
ler represent him but Bernier said he 
had had no sleep for three nights and 
asked for more time to prepare his 
case. Commander Jack then adjourn- 
ed the hearing until tomorrow morp- 
ing. 

Saw Shet Like Fire. 


George Boughman, a night watch- 
man along the river front in Miami. 
testified today that he_-was pumping 
out a barge and he saw a shot that 
looked like a ball of fire, followed 
by tracer bullets. He saw a_ boat, 
with two men in it, fleeing from what 
appeared to be a coast guard vessel. 

John Cartier, manager ofea funeral 
home in downtown Miami, identified a 
machine gun bullet as one that had 
crashed into the undertaking’ parlors 
and buried itself in the wall. Other 
witnesses tok! of seeing, from down- 
town buildings, tracer bullets flam- 
ing through the night. 

Robert V. Latham, who lives in 
a houseboat in Miami river, told how 
he was awakened by gunfire at 
about 3:35 a. m., Sunday. He woke 
his wife and mother and command- 
ed them to lie on the floor to escape 
bullets. One bullet penetrated the 
well of the houseboat, struck a metal 
hinge on a suitcase, and ricocheted 
through the roof. 

Testimony brought out that there 
was pistol firing as well as machine 
gun shots.

City council Monday afternoon de- 
clined to approve any annexation pa- 
pers presented to them by the charter 
revision committee of city council, but 
did concur in-a favorable recommen- 
dation on a measure providing that 
automobile drivers in Atlanta must 
stand examinations and obtain 
licenses to operate. 

Annexation of the Peachtree terri- 
tory, beginning at Palisades road and 
extending to Wesley avenue on the 
north, was defeated in a roll call vote, 
18 to 14. This strip extends a few 
feet west of Woodward avenue on the 
west and is bounded by Piedmont road 
on the east. It includes land lotr 
101, 102, 103, 110, 111, 112 and 57, 
as well as portions of land lots 104, 
50, 51 and 56, in the northern section 
of the county. 

Proposal to annex all of land lot 57 
and a portion of 38, 58 and 40 in the 
southern sectioh of the county, which 
included the new southern plant of the 


Chevrolet Motor Company, was tabled, 
as was another measure designed to 
exclude all the property owned by the 
Atlantic Steel Company. 

The paper forcing automobile oper- 
ators to obtain licenses and stand ex- 
aminations before being permitted to 
drive will be up to Mayor I. N. Rags- 
dale today for appreval and then will 
go to the Georgia legislature this 
summer for its sanction. 

Among the provisions are that per- 
mits will be issued for the nominal 
fee of 50 cents each after a driver 
passes the é¢xaminatidn. 


ZONING. AUTHORITY 
SOUGHT BY COUNTY 


Legislature AlsoWill Con- 
sider a Bill To Operate a 
County Fire Depart- 
ment. 


Bills by which Fulton county will 
seek authority to zone the county as 
to residential, business, industrial and 
manufacturing districts similar to the 
plan now in effect in the city of At- 
lanta, and to operate a county fire de- 
partment to give prot. .ion to re&Si- 
dents of Fulton ouside of the city 
limits, will be drawn by Charles B. 
Shelton, county attorney, for presen- 
tation to the 1929 legislature. 

The county commission Monday aft- 
ernoon requested Mr. Shelton to pre- 
pare the bills. The legislative. acts 
to be sought by the county this sum- 
mer, in addition to the zoning and 
fire protection bills, willl be an act 
to give the county authority to create 
a sewerage or drainage district, an 
act creating ‘a set of building regula- 
tions with a system of building per- 
mits for the county, and an act pro- 
viding for property transfers to be 
submitted to the tax receiver before 
being eligible for record. Another 
legislative act desired by the commis- 
sion is one to create a system of busi- 
ness licenses for the county.

HOTEL 1S PLANNED 
ON CITY HALL SITE 


Offer of Peacock Inter- 
ests To Pay $6,270,000 
for 99-Year Lease Goes 
to Committee. 


Proposal .to lease the site of the 
present city hall, at Forsyth and Mari- 
etta streets, to J. P. and W. H. Pea- 
cock, of Cochran, for 99 years at a 
lease figure of $6,270,000 was refer- 
red Monday afternoon by action of 
city council to joint consideration of 
ithe finance and the special city hall 
committees of city council. 

If the proposal is accepted, it, is 
proposed to erect a modern 1,000-room 
hotel on the site, under terms of the 
Cofitract as explained to mefibers of 
the city hall committee Monday after- 


noon. 

The measure was présented to city 
council by Councilman Howard C. 
McCutcheon, of the second ward, chair- 
man of the city hall committee. 

Two other bids were received by 
the committee—one from Jesse Drap- 
er, Atlanta real estate operator, aggre- 
gating $6,225,000 for the life of the 
99-year lease and another from A. N. 
Canton for $5,255,000 for thé same pe- 
riod. 

In offering the measure for action 
of council, Mr. McCutcheon explained 
that about $90,000 must be raised at 
once in order to reinstate certain 
items in the new $1,000,000 city hall 
which is being constructed at Mitchell 
and Washington streets and another 
$150,000 must be obtained for equip- 
ment before the departments can be 
moved to the new building. anit 

The Peacock bid provided that the 
payments of the lease should be on 
an ascending scale as follows: 

First year rent free; next 10 years

STRIKES AGAIN CLOSE 
MILLS IN. TENNESSEE

Dismissal of 60 union men and the 
purported refusal of plant officials to 
meet with a grievance committee were 


given by union leaders as reasons for 


the strike. Plant officials in a state- 
ment said the only men who were dis- 


charged were those who refused to 
work under non-union foremen. ge: 


Charlotte, N.-C., April 15.—(#)—A 
new walkout with disorders and a 
call for trvops marked the _ textile 
strike situation i& North Carolina to- 
day, while in South Carelina a par- 
tial reconciliation of strikers was ef- 
fected. 

Part of the force of the Pinckney 
mill at ‘Gastonia, N. C., struck today 
without having presented demands. A 
few hours later disorder among pick- 
eters was reported and Adjutant 
General Metts sent a company of na- 
tional. guardsmen to the spot. Three 
troops of national guardsmen have 
been in Gastonia for the past two 
weeks on patrol duty at the Loray 
mills, where a strike has been in 
progress. ' 

Officials of the Pinckney mill re- 
ported that only about 20 employes, 
10 per cent of its normal force, par-— 
ticipated in the walkout and that the 
nickets were reinforced by strikers 
from the Loray mill, : 

Two-thirds of the operatives of the 
Buffalo mills at Union, 8S. C., were 
reported back at work today after a 
strike of several weeks in protest 
against an efficiency system. — hee 

Work was resumed after mill offi- 
cials agreed to limit the number of 
weaving machines to be handled by 
each operative. Employes of the Mon- 
arch mill at Union are on_ strike 
against the same type of “efficiency 
system.”

THE FEDERAL AID ROADS. 

It-is intimated strongly from the 
bureau of federal aid roads at Wash- 
ington that under the regime of our 
new engineer president there is to 
come a new policy of granting fed- 
eral road funds to the states. 

The Constitution was advised of 
that probability and indicated it 
through its Washington special dis- 
patches some weeks ago. Now we 
have some definite information to 
the same effect. The idea is to get 
back to the original purpose of the 
federal road aid act, which was to 
aid the states in building their por- 
tions of the through federal routes 
so as to connect all the states with 
the national system. 

For instance, there is a federal 
route mapped from Chattanooga to 
Valdosta and thence to a Florida 
lite connection. That route should 
have been fully completed long ago 
if the federal funds granted to 
Georgia had been applied to it. In- 
stead the funds have.been used to 
build short sections of roads in fa- 
yored localities which have bene- 
fited only a few towns and stretches 
of farm lands. 

There is federal route No. 80, 
planned from Savannah to Colum- 

bus, across the state. Only a few 
days ago a strong delegation from 
Dublin and Laurens county came to 
Atlanta to plead with the highway 
commission to pave so much of that 
route from Dublin eastward to 
Scott, in order to permit a: large 
number of people to get into Dublin 
over the Oconee river bridge at that 
point. , 

Their mission emphasizes the 
pressing need of having the mapped 
out federal routes built with the 
federal money turned over to the 
highway commission of the state. 

It is not at all to be thought that 
the congress, when it passed the 
federal aid act intended that the 
federal money should be frittered 
away ineffectively upon patches of 
roads flung about the state and 
looking upon the map like a fot 
‘of scattered fish worms. 

Justice to the federal government 
as well as to the state at large de- 
mands that the benefits designed by 
the federal aid money shall not be 
Jost to the people who have been 
constantly demanding the comple- 
tion of through cross-state roads. 
And if, to get those benefits, ‘the 
federal/aid must be applied by fed- 
eral agencies, acting independently 
of the state commission, then that

Sanction. Better, however, for all 
concerned will it be for the federal 
bureau and the state commission to 
co-operate at once and effectively 


for the completion of the federal,

PHYSIOLOGY FOR WOMEN. 

Every school girl knows that the 
force of the heart beat is the Main 
thing in the pumping of /the blood 
through the arteries. But that is‘ all 
the average school girl knews about 
it. Ask her how the blood is returned 
to the heart again and she becomes 
vague. Ask her mother or her aunt or 
even her teacher the same question 
and you'll find the school girl is not 
so very dumb, after all. 

Well, now, girls, mothers, teachers 
and aunts, if you will give me your 
undivided attention for two minutes 
you'll know something that may prove 
of real benefit to your own health. 
I'm going to give you a little lesson 
in practical or applied physiology. 
Nothing to get uneasy about, just an 
idea about your circulation. Or if 
that is embarrassing, then suppose we 
say any woman's circulation or for 
that matter, any human circulation 
at all. Tarnation, but it does make 
me feel ugly and mean the way folks 
take these little lessons in physiology; 
one might think I were committing 
some impropriety in getting the blood 
back to the heart, though it is quite 
all right to send it out from the heart 
even if you have to make it surge 
through the veins in a direction con- 
trary to the normal flow. 

Maybe the force of the heart beat 
would be sufficient to drive the blood 
all the way back to the heart again, if 
it were, not for the capillaries out 
where the arteries end and the veins 
begin. Press your-fingernail and no- 


tice the blanched area creep over the 
flush as you increase the pressure. You 
are squeezing a fraction of a drop of 
blood out of the capillaries under the 
nail. It takes some force to do it. 
Consider the enormous network of cap- 
illaries throughout the tissues of the 
body, and you will readily imagine 
that there is little driving force left 


after the heart has driven the blood 
into the capillaries. 

Capillaries are not little blood ves- 
sels at all. They are merely spaces 
between the fibers or cells of the tis- 
sue. Blood soaks, oozes or percolates 
through the tissue as milk does 
through a filter of cotton or water 
through a piece of blotting paper. 

Your breathing is the main factor 
in sages the blood from the capil- 
laries back through the veins to the 


heart. With the act of inspiration, 
taking in breath, there is considerable 
suction upon the blood in veins and 
capillaries, from the lowering of pres- 
sure in the great veins in the chest.

Federals Turn Attention: to 
Pacific As Uprising 
Dies In Interior. 


Agua Prieta, Sonora, April 13.—() 
Rebe? and federal troops, deserting 
old battlefields, maneuvered again to- 
day in what apparently were efforts 
to decide the fate of the Mexican 
revolution, 

Reports to Nogales, Ariz., told of 
the movement of 27 federal troop 
trains northward from Guadalajara, 
Jalisco, ostensibly en route up the 
west coast of Mexico to further bot- 
tle up the rebels in Sonora. 

At Agua Prieta, 1,800 soldiers of 
the beaten Chihuahua army of Gen- 
eral J. G. Escobar, rested sore feet 
and weary bodies after a long march 
over Pulpito Pass, the one rocky 
gateway through the Sierra Madre 
mountains from Chihuahua to So- 
nora, 

The arrivals here joined the com- 
mand of General Ramon Yucupicio, 
Yaqui Indian chieftain, left in fu!l 
charge of the war situation in north- 
eastern Sonora for the rebels since 
the departure last week of Generals

Supreme Court Disposes 
Of 50 Cases in 30 Minutes; 
Few Cases Held for Hearing 


International Shoe Com- 
pany Ordered To Divest 
Self of $14,000,000 in 
Stock in*Boston Co. 


, 


Washington, April 15.—(United 
News.)—The supreme court disposed 
of 50 cases in a 30-minute session to- 
day. In most of them the court, after 
reading the record, refused to review 
the decisions of lower courts, leaving 
those decisions in effect. A _half- 
dozen important cases, including one 
involving the power of the interstate 
commerce commission to force three 
railroads to build a $10,000,000 uniob 
station in Los Angeles, were admitted 
by the court for hearing later. 

In an important business case from 
St. Louis, the court, by denying a 
review, upheld a federal trade commis- 
sion order directing the International 
Shoe Company to divest itself of the 
capital stock of the $14,000,000 Mc 


Elwain Shoe Company, of Boston. The 


commission hell the merger violated 
the Clayton anti-trust act. 

The court by these rulings also de- 
cided two cases of importance to 
sporting and theatrical worlds. Juve 
Dundee, recently welterweight boxing 
champion, lost finally his suit to ob- 
tain from Wisconsin boxing authori- 
ties the $10,000 purse in his Milwan- 
kee battle with “Pinky” Mitchell in 
August, 1927. The suit was directed 
against the Milwaukee Eagles lodge, 
which refused to pay him the purse 
offered after the state boxing authori- 
ties stopped the fight in the sixth 
round because of the boxers’ affec- 
tionate clinches and holding. 

William Edelstein, London theatric- 
al booking agent and personal repre- 
sentative for actors, lost in his in- 
junction suit seeking to have the 
Actor’s Equity Association, the the- 
atrical trade union, restrained from 
boycotting him. Lower courts dis- 
missed his suit on a_ jurisdictional 
point. The equity's riles forbid mem- 
bers to act through “personal repre- 
sentatives” who have no permit from 
the Gnion. 

New Prohi Wrinkle. 


A new wrinkle in New York pro- 
hibition enforcement was provided in 
the case of William G. Marsh, of Fort 
Plain, N. Y. In the recent Gam- 
bino decision, the supreme court held 
that state troopers could not stop au- 
tomobiles without search warrants if 
they were to be prosecuted under fed- 
eral laws. In this case, Marsh was 
sentenced to $500 fine and his car 
was confiscated after he was arrested 
by a state trooper, who stopped him 
originally because he allegedly drove 
through a red traffic light. Lower 
courts upheld the conviction, and the 
supreme court upheld them by refus- 
ing to review their ruling. 

The court decided to review another 
interesting development of prohibition, 
an appeal by Charles Blind and 250 


djother St. Louis soft-drink saloon own- 


ers, attacking constitutionality of the 
Missouri law which forbids the old- 
time blinds and swinging doors on 
their places of business. The Mis- 
souri law, which requires that sue 
places shall be open to view from the 
street, was upheld by the Missouri su- 
preme court. 

The supreme court also rejected the 
suit of John B. Fergus, Chicago tax- 
payer, whe sought to have the Illinois 
state treasurer enjoined from paying 
the salaries of members of the legis- 
lature, on the ground that the legisla- 
ture has disobeyed the state constitu- 
tion by failing to reapportion the leg- 
islative districts. The Illinois legis- 
lature has not reapportionel the state 
since 1901, although the constitution 
requires such action every ten years, 
and this failure to act has alowed 
the down-state communities to hold 
control of the legislature, as Chicago's 
preponderance of population has de- 
veloped in the last 20 years.

The court also rejected two appeals 
by John Graber, Rumanian resident of 
Niagara Falls, Ont., who was refused 
admission to the United States as a 
non-immigrant seeking employment. 
This action was in line with the 
court’s decision in the Cook and Dane- 
lon case a week ago, in which it was 
ruled that non-native Canadians may 
enter the United States if seeking 
work only under the restrictive immi- 
gration laws. 

A life insurance case resulting from 
the death of Federal Judge John W. 
Ross, of Tennessee, who(|was found 
dead in his automobile in a ditch the 
day after he was indicted on a charge 
of embezzling bank funds, was denied 
a review. This leaves in etfect a low- 
er federal court decision awarding his 
widow $10,000, which the life insur- 


ance company protested. The lower 
courts held that where circumstances 
indicated either suicide or accident, 
the presumption was against Suicide 
unless self-destruction was plainly 
proved. The policy contained a sui- 
cide annulling clause. Judge Ross at 
the time of his death carried about 
$116,500 in insurance on his life. 
The court took under advisement a 


motion by the state of Connecticut 


asking to have the secretary of war. 
and the chief of army engineers made 
parties in its suit against the state of 
Massachusetts. This suit seeks to 
prevent diversion of water from tribu- 
taries of the Connecticut river in cen- 
tral Massachusetts. 


NATURAL GAS RATE 
SCALE 1S ARRANGED 


New scales of wholesale rates on 
natural gas to be charged by the 
Southern Natural Gas Corporatian 
when such gas is furnished by that 
company to the Southern Public Serv- 
ice Company are listed in the pro- 
posed contract between the two com- 
panies which will be submitted to the 
state publie service commission for 
approval April 24, it was announced 
Monday by James A. Perry, chair- 


man. 

The Southern Natural] Gas Corpora- 
tion proposes to bring natural gas by 
pipe lines to Atlanta and to furnish 
this gas to the Southern Public Serv- 
ice Company, the company which re- 
gently purchased the gas properties 
of the Georgia Power Company in 
Atlanta and which operates gas cou- 
panies in several other Georgia cities. 

The wholesale rate proposed in the 
contract is #@s follows: Domestic 
gas, 40 cents per 1,000 cubic feet 
for the first two years: 42 cents 
a thousand the third year, 43 cents 
a thousand the fourth year and eo 
cents a thousand cubic feet there- 
after. 

The wholesale rate for industrial 
gas is on a sliding scale. The first 
million feet a month will be sold at 
23 1-2 cents for the first three years; 
24, cents for the first million feet © 
thd second three years and 22 cents 
on the next million feet and 19 cents 
for all in exeess of two million feet 
at the end of the six-year period. 
Slightly higher rates are charged for 
Macon and Rome and slightly lower 
rates for Gadsden, Birmingham, Tus- 
caloosa and other cities located near 
the source of supply in northern Lon- 
isiana. 

Lack of a quorum of city council 
Monday afternoon prevented Council- 
man Howard C. McCutcheon, of the 
second ward and chairman of a special 
committee named to investigate a” 
franchise of the Southern Natural Gas 
Corporation to operate in Atlanta, 
from requesting broader powers for 
the committee, including the right to 
issue subpoenas duces tecum and take 
any other steps necessary to probe a 
contract between the natural gas com 
pany and the Central Public Service 
Corporation, purchasers of the Atlanta 
Gas Company. 

The contract calls for purchase of 
the natural gas products and its resale 
through mains maintained by the serv- 
ice concern, ard it is before the Geor- 
gia public service commission for con- 
sideration.

THREAT OF INTERNAL 
STRIFE WORRIES D. A. R. 


Washington, April 15.—(United 
News.)—Internal strife was conceal- 
ed under a thick coating of ceremony 
as the annual congress of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution start- 
ed here today with 6,000 delegates at- 
tending. 

In the flower-bedecked convention 
hall all was serene when Mrs. Alfred 
J. Brosseau, retiring president-gen- 
eral, silenced the chorus of feminine 
voices to deliver the opening speech 
and conduct the preliminary business 
sessions. 

But behind the scenes the fight 
waxed warm over the appeal of Mrs. 
Helen Tufts Bailie for reinstatement 
to membership. She was ousted from 
the organization last year on charges 
growing out of her exposure of the 
now famous speaker “blacklists.” 

Mrs. Brossezu and her allies, who 
have been charged by Mrs. Bailie with 
making the organization a “Ku Klux 
Klan for women,” were apparently 
waiting for Mrs. Bailie’s friends to 
make the first move. 

There were expected to introduce 
# resolution providing for Mrs, 
Bailie’s ‘reinstatement. Then there 
probably will be a fight over proce- 
dure. Mrs, Bailie wants an oppor- 
tunity for her attorney to present 
her! appeal directly to the delegates in 
a speech to the congress but officers 
of the organization may insist that 
the resolution be referred to a com- 
mittee and the arguments heard there.

Asks Intervention. 


The fourth petition asks leave to 
intervene in opposition to the Pitts- 
burgh & West Virginia Railway Com- 
pany's proposal to acquire control of 
the Wheeling & Lake Erie. 

In arguing the advantage of the pro- 
posed control, the Nickel Plate’s peti- 
tion declares that there exists impor- 
tant and well established routes in- 
volving the use of the lines of the 
Nickel Plate and the Wheeling, and 
that to a very large extent these routes 
are in competition with the single sys- 
tem hauls of the New York Central, 
the Pennsylvania and the Baltimore & 
Ohio. 

The petition declares that the Nickel 
Plate and Wheeling are complimen- 
tary and supplementary lines and not 
substantially competitive, the Nickel 
Plate extending generally east. and 
west and the Wheeling north and 
south.

figures contained in the allies’ bill 
at present. 

A wish of the creditor nation dele- 
‘gates to study their figures and ascer- 
just why they arrived at the) 
totals contained in the bill was given | 
as the official reason for the adjourn- | 
ment. But since they were known 
to have studied the figures very thor- 
oughly before arriving at them it was 
presumed the Germans wanted—and 
vbtained—more time to study them. 

Will Seek Reduction. 

This time, it was believed, Dr. 
Schacht and his conferees might use 
in an attempt by private conversa- 
tions with the creditor nation dele- 
gates to scale down the annuities and 
total figures still further. There was 
nothing today to ‘indicate what these 
totals might be, but when they were 
handed to Germany Friday a pres- 
ent claims value of between $10,000.- 
000,000 and $12,000,000,000 and an 
eventual value of around $24,000,- 
000,000 was understood, 

Some, taking note of the decision 
not to publish the allies’ figures, in- 
ferred from the situation that with 
the figures presented to Dr. Schacht 
Saturday as a tangible basis for work, 
the experts might begin anew an at- 
tempt to conciliate the German and 
allied positions. 

- It was even assumed that Owen D. 
Young, who had a hand in sealing 
down the claims of the creditors na- 
tions to the point they have now 
reached, might today undertake to 
conciliate in some measure the Ger- 
man and allied viewpoints.

The southern 
matron is the most important wit- 
ness, 


Last Thursday night, Mrs. Brown 
told the district attorney, she went 
to a party given by Mrs. Robert W. 
Schuette, who inherited some $7,000,- 
000 from her first husband, Henry §. 
Harkness, heir to a Standard Oil for- 
tune. Her escort to the Schuette 
apartment in the Hotel Marguery, she 
said, was Bell, whom she had met 
some years ago when an oil boom took 
him to Lexington. 


All Departed. 


When the party was over she said 
all the guests went down to the street 
level in the elevator together and 
there separated. Bell drove her home 
in a taxicab and she saw no more of 
Smith after leaving the elevator. 

The police version is that Bell took 
Mrs. Brown to the Schuette party, 
that Smith paid considerable atten- 
tion to her there and sought to usurp 
Bell's role of escort when the party 
was over. Smith had several drinks, 
police were informed, and on _ reach- 
ing the street attempted to clamber 
into the taxicab Bell had summoned 
for Mrs. Brown. Bell, it was said, re- 
sented this action and there was a 
brief struggle resulting in Smith’s 
falling and striking his head on the 
sidewalk. Police said Bell himself had 
contirmed this story, but said he had 
ae struck Smith, but merely pushed 

im. 

Smith later was arrested for intoxi- 
cation and on Friday morning re- 
ceived a suspended sentence in’ mag- 
istrate’s court. He went back to his 
hotel and was found dead there that 
afternoon, Two physicians examined 
him and though they found him to 
have been suffering from diabetes and 
a weak heart it was not learned 
until an autopsy was performed that 
he had a fractured skull. 

Bell was arrested on a charge of 
homicide and on his plea of not guilty 
held fot arraignment tomorrow. Mrs. 
Brown was sequestered in a hotel as a 
material witness, and Frank Spencer, 
the taxi man who drove Mrs. Brown 
and Bell to her hotel, was imprisoned 
as a material witness. 

Mrs. Brown after having been 
questioned was released under escort 
of a policewoman who is to stay with 
her and produce her whenever wanted.
